On the ISth January, 1987, at about 1 1.00 A.M., four 
children named Master Shantanu Oberoi (10 years), Master 
Saurabh Oberoi (8 years), Master Ankur Khurana (9 years) 
and kumari Aastha khurana (6 years) were playing near a 20- 
25 feet deep lake situated at Sadhuwali Military AreH. None 
of these children knevy swimming, kumari Aastha Khurana 
suddenly slipped and fell into the tank and started drown¬ 
ing, On seeing this, Master Saurabh Oberoi jumped into 

the tank to save her but he himself started drowning. 

Seeing them drowning. Master Ankur Khurana, elder brother 
of Kumari Aastha khurana, also jumped into the tank. He was 
able to bring both of them to the shore, but could not bring 
them out as the shore was high and slippery. As Ankur 
Khurana was struggling, Master Shantanu who was on the 
bank of the tank shouting for help, gave him support with 

the help of a branch of a tree. A sentry passing by heard 

the shouts, ran to the spot and brought the three children 
out, but by that time, Kumari Aastha Khurana and Master 
Saurabh Oberoi were dead. 

Master Saurabh Oberoi showed courage of the highest order 
in his elfort to save the life of a drowning girl and lost his 
own life in the process. 

2. Shri lai Prakash Alias Sukke. 

Village Duhui. 

Police Station Muvadnagar, 

District Ghaziabad (U.P.I. 

On 1 he 1st January, 1987, at uhout 6.00 P.M., Master 

Vinod aged about 14 yeais, was riding a cycle with a two 
years old child seated in the front. When the cycle reached 
near a well which had no platform around it, all of a sudden 
a child came in front of the cycle. While trying to save the 
child. Master Vinod lost his balance and fell into the well 
alongwith the child who was seated on the cycle. A number 
of persons gathered on the spot but no one dared to jump 
into the well to save them. On seeing this, Shri Jai Prakash 
alias Sukko jumped into the well and rescued both the boys. 

Shri Jai Prakash alias Sukke displayed exemplary courage 
and promptitude in saving two lives from drowning unmindful 
of the risk involved to his own life. 

3. Shri Bhagwan Das Gaul am, ( Posthumous ) 

Village & Post Btjoli, 

Police Station Kharkhoda. 

District Meerut (U.P,). 

On the 12th April, 1982, at Jabalpur, District Meerut, Shri 
Munshi Lai Until and his 14 years old son Master Dcvender 
Kumar were engulfed in the flames of fire spread due to 
splashing of petrol. Shri Bhagwan Das Gautani, who was 
passing that wav, saw this pathetic scene and in tiller dis¬ 
regard to the danger of his life, jumped into the flames and 
brought both the persons out of fire. But in the process he 
himself suffered severe burn injuries lo which he succumbed 
in the hospital. 

Shri Bhagwan Das Gautam exhibited courage of the high¬ 
est order and great concern for human life and sacrificed his 
own life in saving the lives of two unknown persons tiapped 
in petrol fire. 

No. 19-Prcs./89.—The President is pleased to approve the 
award of “Uttam Jeevan Raksha Padak” to the undermen¬ 
tioned persons :— 

I. Shri Bhupinder Singh,

Himachal Road Transport Corporation, 

Kuln (Himachal Pradesh I. 

On the 14th October, 1986, Shri Bhupinder Singh, a 
driver of Himachal Road Transport Corporation was travell¬ 
ing in Hus No. IE 896 on Haridwni-Mnnufi route. The 
bus was full of passengers. The driver of the bus suffered 


a severe heait attack and died on steering while the bus was 
in motion. Shri Bhupinder .Singh, who was sitting behind 
the driver, at once took control of the bus and thereby 
averted a fatal accident. 

On the midnight of 4th May, 1987, while Shri Bhupinder 
Singh was driving Bus No. HIE 589 (Manali-Haridwar ser¬ 
vice) with lifly passengers on the bus was fired upon re¬ 
peatedly hy the terrorists near Dera Bassi (Punjab). Shri 
Bhupinder Singh displayed extraordinary courage and pre¬ 
sence of mind and did not stop the bus despite the fact that 
the front and rear wind shield glasses and middle part of the 
bus were hit with several bullets, including one passing over 
his head and finally drove away the bus beyond the reach 
of terrorists. 

Shri Bhupinder Singh saved the lives of passengers by 
exhibiting extraordinary presence of mind and courage on 
both the occasions. 

2. Shri Ram Bahadur,

Tehsil Ghumarwin, 

District Bilaspur (H.P.). 

Oil the 26th August, 1986, at about 8.30 P.M., a pedal 
boat capsized and was sinking in Govindsagar lake, Bilaspur. 
A hue and cry was made by the passengers on board. On 
hearing this, Shri Ram Bahadur, a boat keeper of H.P. 
Naval N.C.C. Unit, who was on duty at the nearby J.ugumi 
Ghat, rushed to the site at once. Though there were many 
civilians at the ghat, none came forward to help. He took 
a naval boat and rushed to the site, where all the occupants 
oi ill-fated boat had gone down lo the bottom of the lake. 
Unmindful ot the grave risk involved to his own life, he 
dived down twice lo the bottom of the lake and recovered 
seven persons in a semi-conscious slate. He rendered first 
aid to the victims inside the boat and brought them ashore. 

Shl'i Ram Bahadur showed conspicuous courage and 
promptitude in saving the lives of seven persons.

On the 25th March. 1987, at Pandilhitta village of Quilon 
District, there was an explosion in a shed belonging to Shri 
K. Sreedharan, where explosive mateiials were stored for 
manufacture of fire woiks, and the shed was engulfed in 
fire. A few persons were trapped inside the burning shed, 
which was near Shri Sreedharan's residence. Two labourers 
sustained injuries and two others lied from the scene to save 
themselves.

On the 2Kth April, 1987, at about 1.(10 P.M., a marbdat, 
with jeeps, some local women, some soldiers of Assam Rifles 
and their families aboard overturned in the middle of Kala- 
dan river, Shri S, Lawmzuala who happened to be there saw 
one soldier falling olf the platform of the boat with his rifle 
still slung on his shoulder. Immediately he rushed to the 
water line, united a boat which was moored there and started 
rowing hard on the fast current towards the man. By now 
the man bad lost his rifle and was struggling in the water as 
he did not know swimming. With tremendous efforts he 
reached the drowning man and lifted him out of water. 

Shri S. lawmzuala then saw another man floating past in 
(he currenL barely holding on to a gunny bag. He imme¬ 
diately leached him and also rescued him as well as re¬ 
covered the lost rifle. 
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It was duo to his most valient efforts, at the grave risk to 
his own life that Stiri S. I.awmzuala rescued two men from 
drowning.

Swami Sarvanand realised the gravity of the situation and 
without caring for his personal safety, plunged himself into 
the- rescue operation. His courageous and determined efforts 
were tremendously instrumental in rescuing several persons, 
who had been trapped in the stampede and in the process 
he was himself badly injured and fell on the ground. 

6. Shri Karan Singh Suini alias Kunwar Prasad Saini, 
Resident of Maliana,

On the 22nd July, 1986, at about 4.00 P.M., five boys 
bathing in river Jamuna at Mahadcva Ghat started drown¬ 
ing and shouted for help. Shri Karan Singh Saini alias 
Kunwar Prasad Saini who was grazing his cows nearby, 
heard their cries and immediately jumped into the river in 
complete disregard for his personal safety and rescued 4 out 
of the 5 hoys. Unfortunately one boy drowned. 

Shri Karan Singh Saini alias Kunwar Prasad Saini showed 
conspicuous courage and promptitude in saving the lives of 
four hoys from diowning unmindful of the grave risk in¬ 
volved to his own safety.

On the 8th July, 1987. a party of thirty jawahs of the Sikll 
l ight Infantry led by Subedar Ajmer Singh boarded the 
Delhi-bound Dukshin Express at Hyderabad to proceed to 
Mathura Junction. Enroute at about 0430 hours on the 9th 
July, 1987, a loud thud was heard and the passengers woke 
up, Subedar Ajmer Singh came out to find out what had 
happened and saw some front bogies of the train derailed 
and overturned due to raging Hash floods. Ho immediately 
swung into rescue operations with his men, 

Subedar Ajmer Singh immediately rallied all his men and 
motivated them to rescue the passengers from derailed bogies 
strewn around. He personally led them from bogie to bogie 
through swift muddy waters and started rescue operations 
in the most difficult conditions. Two compartments were 
washed away approximately 150 feet from the track. From 
those a 14 years old girl, the lone survivor of these bogies, 
wan recovered after breaking open the window bars of the 
coach. 

Subedar Ajmer Singh motivated, activated and led his men 
against all odds and risks thereby saving more than 70 pre¬ 
cious human lives from sure death.

On the 8th July, 1987, Nb Subedar Tshwar Singh Sewhag 
of Army Ordnance Corps Centie was proceeding to Delhi 
by 21 Up Dikshin Express which met with an accident near 
Mancherial at about 4.30 A.M. on the 9th July 1987. He 
organised a few Army Personnel travelling in the train and 
started rescue work. He, without fear and with complete 
disregard to personal safety, alonywith others, saved the 
lives of approximately 17 persons and also extricated nearly 
25 bodies from the inundated coaches. They undertook 
these rescue operations al the time when Water level was 
neck deep and Water was gushing through with great speed. 
Some of the rescued persons were given first aid. 

Nb. Subedara Ishwar Singh Sewhag showed conspicuous 
courage and promptitude in saving the lives of victims of 
train derailment without caring for the risk involved to his 
own life.

Subedar Shobh Nath showed conspicuous courage and 
promptitude in saving the two lives front drowning and in 
preventing the explosion of a yennde dronned accidentally 
in a throwing bav.

On the IStI 
October 1987, at about 1900 hours, when a convov of ■' 
buses belonging to Himachal Pradesh Transport Corporatio 
and GREF vehicles reached there, it was snowing heavily 
Poor visibility and heavy snowing made it impossible fc 
buses to move forward. Continuous snow fall on the 20ti 
October, 1987, made the position further critical for th 
stranded buses and men. On the 21st October 1987. nom 
of the stranded persons could move onlv on foot, and wer, 
affected bv continuous walk in snow as tbev were not eauin 
ped properly. It was need of the hour to rescue the men b 
nil possible means. 

G/91509 Overseer Harbhaian Singh of 394 RMPL (11 
R.CC) under 38 BRTE accepted the challenge and organise 
the rescue operation without caving for climatic hazards am 
grave risk to his life. He walked up and down to sunervis. 
personally evacuation of stranded labourers. He was havin. 
onlv 30 CP Labourers with him to assist him in the opera 
tion. Against all odds, he continued to ‘•upervise roui 
clearance work and carried the sick persons on his shauldc 
to the camp at lower heights. Shri Harbhaian Singh conk 
save the lives of at least 20 persons who otherwise wouh 
have been badlv affected due to snow bite which might hav< 
required amputation of their lees or oven loss of thei 
lives. 

Shri Harbhaian Singli displayed conspicuous courage 
determination, exceptional concern for human life anc 
promptitude in saving the lives of many stranded person 
unmindful of the risk involved to his own life.

On heuring the screams of the victims Shri Kishan Gourd 
Dave and his voLinger brother Shri Om Parkash alonevvith 
some other persons of the neighbourhood rushed to the spot 
to rescue the trapped persons. Thev successfully brought 
one girl out of the burning bouse. Another girl had nlreadv 
died of severe bums. Shri Kishan GodhI Dave in complete 
disregard of his personal safety, caught hold the burning 
cylinder and threw ti out. But hi this process he sustained 
serious burn injuries to which he succumbed after a week in 
the hosnilal. 

Sbri Kishan Gopal Dave exhibited cxennlarv courage and 
promptitude in saving the lives and p-opgrtv of ’vs ndrhbnur 
at Ihe cost of his own life.
